Operators hung up a record for new 
production in the Torrance-Lomita 
field this week when they completed 
seventeen new wells for a total flush 
yield of $900 barrels. In addition 
to the nine wells reported in last 
Tuesday's issue, eight more have 
gone on, with E. J. Miley's Torrance 
No. 6 leading the list as a 1200-barrel 
flowing well.

Both the east side and the west side 
contributed to the new production. 
Miley's new one is on the Joughlin 
lease in the eastern extension. It was 
drilled to 3835 feet.

In the southwest part of the field 
the Petroleum Securities completed 
Marl.le No. 17 at 3780 feet for an 
1100-barrel producer.

Important among the week's latest 
completions is Cotton-Fee No. 1 of 
the Fullerton Oil company. This Is 
the first producer brought in by 
l-'ullerton on Its Cotton property, situ­ 
ated just west of Standard's Marble 
fee holdings. Cotton-Fee No. 1 came 
in with a flush production of 800 
barrels. The oil tests 26 gravity. 
The tubing gauge registers 320 pounda 
of preBHUiv, with 620 pounds Knowing

on the casing register. The well was 
drilled to 3668 feet.

The Standard Oil company contrib­ 
uted two new producers ono on the 
Marble lease and one on the property 
held in fee. Marble Fee No. I, com­ 
pleted at 3705 feet, Is flowing at a 
rate of 650 barrels a day. Marble 
Lease No. 5 is pumping 450 barrels, 
having been drilled to 8840 feet. The 
fee well is on the north line near the 
old Redondo road, while the lease pro­ 
ducer 1« on the north line of the 
Murble lease.

The Pan American Oil Company 
brought in its second producer this 
week w.hen House No. 1, on tlui east 
side, opposite Miley*s Joughlin lease, 
WUH completed at 3891 feet foe a yield 
of 500 barrels a day.

The Sentinel Oil company's Jough- 
lin lease contributed its seventh pro­ 
ducer when No. 7 went on at a 400- 
barrel rate. It was drilled to 3830 
feet.

In East Lomita J. V. McMahon 
brought in a well from 3792 feet. It 
Is making 200 barrels on the pump.

The total production of these eight 
welln id 5100 barrels an average of 
more than 620 barrels per well.

In order to provide the most mod­ 
ern scientific equipment at the dis­ 
posal of the public in this district, 
Doctors J. S. Lancaster and George 
P. Shidler have installed in their Tor­ 
rance office in the First National 
Bank building a quantity of new ap­ 
paratus. The equipment iconsists of 
the most modern X-ray and fleuro- 
scope available, two quartz lamps, a 
large and modern electrical apparatus 
for purposes of diathermy (electrical 
treatment), and a large heat pene­ 
tration lamp for deep therapy.

The fleuroscope will enable the 
physicians to perform important X-ray 
work without having to develop films.
t is large enough to permit of an 

X-ray of a large portion of the hu­ 
man anatomy.

The electrical apparatus for pur­ 
poses of diathermy and auto-con­ 
densation permits of electrical treat­ 
ment by the use of heavy alternating 
:urrents, and has proven to be of in­ 

estimable value in the treatment of 
many ailments, especially inflamma-

ons and infgctions.

I The two quartz lamps are so con- 
, structed that they direct ultra-violet 

rays of light at parts to be treated. 
One is small, for purposes of local In­ 
fections. The other is large, for treat­ 
ment of greater areas. The ultra­ 
violet ray has been found by the 
medical profession to be of value in 
the treatment of skin lesions and even 
of tuberculosis.

Science, during recent years, has 
learned much about the ultra-violet 
ray. When bright light passes 
through quartz these rays are pro­ 
jected. When light passes through 
glass the ultra-violet rays are ab­ 
sorbed.

The acquisition of this modern 
equipment in Torrance places at the 
disposal of the public the latest ac­ 
cepted apparatus for treatment of 
many pathological ailments, in the 
rapidly developing realms of treatment 
by electrical current, heat, and seg­ 
regated light rays.

The fleuroscope is of unusual value 
for purposes of accurate diagnosis, 
probably the most Important phase of 
medical science.
